republic by men who knew better than 
their oppressors what a republican 
form of government was and bravely 
stood by it at the cost of "limb and 
limb."

grateful, honest thing than to secure 
to these sable Americans the suffrage 
they so honored in the face of the 
perils of that hour? 


Biit there lurks a greater danger 


than the baseness of ingratitude to 
these noble souls. It is the tampering 
with "manhood suffrage" as the right 
of every American citizen.

once "the party in power" has be- 
gun such work who car tell to what 
depths it may proceed, or where its 
"proud waves may be stayed?" 


If the "idle class" (unemployed) are 


the real danger of a country, what less 
dangerous cau it be to make idle a 
clnss of our citizens, who compelled 
as "idle," having no vote, to see others 
even baser than themselves, 
voting 


"to suit themselves," usurping func- 
tions of civil power wrested from those 
whom God and nature have 
made 


equal With "all men'.""" '

INDUSTRY THAT FLOURISHES IN 


EARLY SPRING. 


Production Not n» Great Now as It 


Wag 
Thirty 
Years Afto-Kathctic 


Mile of the 
Huoinesa 
Appeal* to 


Mnny I'eoplc. i 


There Is no surer and scarcely any 


earlier sign of the reviving activity uf 
nature after her winter's sleep than 
tlie upward movement of the sap In 
sugar trees. 
It comes with the first, 


mild days of February or March. The 
frost is scarcely yet out of the ground 
and the snow often Is not yet melted 
before the machinery begins to work 
that is soou to clothe the sugar trees 
with buds and loaves. 
That Is the 


time when the maple sugar maker 
compels the trees to part with a share 
of '..belt- sap. Other maples, the birches, 
hickories and some other trees yield 
a small nmouut of sugar, but none 
nearly as much as the sugar maple. 
The tree Is not found, for sugar-mak- 
ing purposes, outside of North Amer- 
ica, beiug confined to the northern 
parts of tho United States and the Brit- 
ish possesloiis. 


The secret of making sugar from Its 


sap was probably obtained by the early 
white settlers of America from the 
Indians, and formerly it was an in- 
dustry of no small Importance. 
Ac- 


cording to the census of 1870 the to- 
tal production of maple syrup In the 
United States the preceding year was 
28,443,045 pounds in twenty-eight dif- 
ferent States, of which Vermont con- 
tributed the niost-8,8'J4,3U2 pounds. 
Indiana's record that year was 1,332,- 
382 pounds. The total quantity of ma- 
ple molasses returned was 021,057 gal- 
lons—not sufficient to constitute a great 
factor in national wealth, but enough 
to sweeten a great many buckwheat 
cukes. The production Is not as great 
now as it was then, though the ma- 
chinery and facilities for the manu- 
facture have been greatly Improved. 
For some reason or other Vermont bus 
always led all the other States in the 
production of maple syrup—perhaps be- 
cause the thrifty farmers of that State 
bad foresight enough to preserve their 
trees and p^rh^ps liprnnse they found 
it a convenient way to eke out small 
Incomes. 
In 1892 congress passed a 


law giving a bounty on sugar of any 
kind 
manufactured' in the 
United 


States that reached a specified stand- 
ard of excellence, and out of 4,000 
sugar makers in the entire country 
who complied with the law, filling out 
blanks and taking preliminary steps 
to secure the bounty, 2,000 were In 
Vermont. 


But to a .great^ majority of people 


what may be 'called the esthetic side 
of maule sugar is mors interesting 
than the commercial side. The num- 
ber of persons who have, probably in 
early life, experienced the pleasure of 
a visit to a sugar camp 
is 
vastly 


greater than the 
number 
of those 


who profit by its manufacture, and the 
perennial sweetness of the memories 
engendered by these visits outweighs 
that of any year's product.
